World  hog  numbers  increased  during  1966  for  the  third  straight  year  and 
reached  an  estimated  ^+96  million  head  by  early  I967--UP  2  percent  from 
the  kdQ  million  head  in  I966  and  I6  percent  above  the  I956-6O  average. 
The  major  increases  occ\irred  in  North  America,  up  nearly  7  percent  sind 
Eastern  Europe,  up  about  6  percent.

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Most  of  the  gains  in  hog  numbers  in  North  America  were  due  to  increases 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada.    The  early  1967  estimate  of  hog  numbers 
in  the  United  States  showed  a  gain  of  approximately  8  percent  over  a  year 
earlier.    Numbers  of  hogs  increased  from  a  year  earlier  in  all  regions. 
This  increase  in  hog  numbers  is  the  first  one  to  occur  in  three  years. 
The  preceding  two  years  saw  U.S.  hog  niimbers  on  the  decline.    Sharp  in- 
creases resiilted  as  producers  began  to  expand  production  late  in  I965  ■ 
This  resulted  in  record  high  hog  prices  in  the  first  half  of  I966.  Num- 
bers in  1967  are  expected  to  narrow  later  this  year  as  seme  moderation 
in  hog  production  is  developing  as  returns  Eire  substantially  below  a  year 
ago.     Hsg  numbers  in  Canada  increased  ih  percent  in  I966  following  wide- 
spread pork  shortages  and  a  slowing  down  of  beef  production.    High  prices 
rapidly  brought  farrowing  levels  aliead  of  the  previous  year's  level. 

In  South  America  hog  numbers  eure  continuing  to  advance,  a  pace  set  forth 
in  the  late  1950's.    The  higher  numbers  reflect  favorable  prices  in  I965 
and  technical  assistance  and  loan  programs  designed  to  stim;ilate  hog  pro- 
duction. 

Hog  numbers  in  Europe  were  up  2  percent  over  a  year  earlier.    The  EEC 
countries  in  total  recorded  approximately  38«8  million  head  of  hogs,  only 
a  slight  increase  above  1966.    Belgium  showed  the  major  increase  where  hog 
production  has  been  highly  encouraged  in  that  it  is  one  of  the  few  agri- 
cultural enterprises  in  which  it  is  competitive  with  the  other  EEC  coun- 
tries.   Italy  showed  a  slight  increase  while  hog  numbers  decreased  in 
West  Germany  euad  the  Netherlands. 

Hog  numbers  in  other  areas  of  Western  Europe  were  generally  below  the 
levels  of  1966.    The  United  Kingdom  reported  numbers  to  be  10  percent 
below  a  year  earlier.    Hog  numbers  in  Denmark — a  msijar  pork  producing 
country — were  reported  to  be  1  percent  below  a  year  eeirlier.    The  only 
major  increases  in  hog  numbers  in  Europe  were  recorded  in  countries  of 
Eastern  Europe  where  numbers  were  reported  to  be  up  8  percent  in  Yugo- 
slavia and  5  percent  in  East  Germany. 

Soviet  hog  numbers  in  early  1967  were  recorded  at  58  million  heewi,  down 
3  percent  from  the  highs  of  a  year  earlier,  but  31  percent  above  the 
1956-60  average.    It  is  believed  that  the  drop  in  numbers  was  the  result 
of  foot-and-mouth  disease  and  a  tightened  feed  situation  in  some  sections 
of  the  country.    Hog  numbers  in  Africa  and  Oceania  were  reported  to  be 
unchanged  in  1967  from  a  year  earlier.    However,  numbers  in  Asia  showed 
a  2  percent  increase  over  1966. 
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
